Colonel Ripple was born in Mauch

from Wyoming Seminary and Enstman's
Commercial college, Poughkeepsle, N, Y.

In 1882 and again In 1363 he went out

ment, Pennsylvanin Volunteers., July 3,
of that yeuar, he was captured by the
rebels, at Charleaton, 8, C, and for three
months at Andersonville and five at Flor-
ence, he suffered all the horrora of the
Southern prison pens.

Amoug the positlons of prominenca that
he has Alied or 1s Nlling might be men-
tloned colonel of the Thirteenth regl-
ment, common councllman, treasurer of
Lackawanni county, muayor, member of
the board of control, president of the
board of eharities, member of the park
commisaion and member of the state com-
misaion on soldlers’ orphans’ schools and
commissary-general of the state.

He s a foremost member of the Grand
Army of the Republie, prominent in Ma-
sonlc circles mnd & trustee of Grace He.

HARRITY'S FRIENDS
SAVED HIM HERE

They Wonld Not Allow Delegates Un-
favorable to Him to Be Chosen.

PLAN THAT HAS BEEN PERFECTED

lutention of the Anti«Harrity Men to
Introduce a Rosolution at the Dems«
oeratic State Convantion Asking for
s Resignation ns Nationnl Coms=
mitteemnans-H, T. Kohler Was Not
Elected in the Second District==Res
sult in First Distriet,

Delegates to the Democratio stats
convention were elected Saturday at
conventions held In the First and Sec-
ond Legisintive districts. An effort
was mada to have delegates elected
who would be unfavorable to William
F. Harrity, ex-national chalrman and
at present the Pennsylvania member
of the Demoeratic national committes,
but It was unsuccessful, City Treas-
urer C. G. Boland was the leader of the
fight agninst Harrity. There are many
Democrats In this state, and Mr. Bo-
land Is one of them, whe belleve that
Mr. Harrlty's attitude toward Candl-
date Firyan one year ago has placed
him outside of the pale of recognition
in the councils of the party. They
clamored for his resignation from
the natlonal committee then but It was
not fortheoming and they have sinoe
been laving plans to foree him to re-
sign,

It was declded to have the Demo-
cratle state convention ‘which meets
in Reading August 31, pass o resolu-
tion calling upon Mr. Harrity to resign
his position as Pennaylvania's national
committeeman and to  ensure the
passpge of this resolution the anti-
Harrity men went quletly to work to
secure the election of delegntes who
would be favorable to thelr plan, C.
. Boland was Interegted in the matter
in this county, but up to date he has
been anything but successful. Harrity
knew the plan that was on foot and
requested Judge P. P. 8mith and other
warm friends of his hereabouts to In-
tereat themselves In his behalf to the
extent of preventing Lackawanna
from glving him a political black eye.

The convention of the Third distriet
was held last Tuesday at Priceburg
and Miles J, McAndrew of Archbald,
Timothy Holmes of Simpson and M,
F. Fadden of Prleeburg were chogen.
They will not vote for the anti-Harrity
resolution.

SECOND DISTRICT CONVENTION,

In the Second district a strong effort
was made to secure anti-Harrity dele-
gates but when it was discovered on
Saturday, an hour before the conven-
tlon met, that the election of R. J.
Beamlish, D. J. Reedy and T. P. Duffy
was a foregone conclusion, Mr. Boland
endeavored to secure from them a
pledge that they would support the
antl-Harrity resolution, They refused
to so pledge themselves and on the
contrary, It la sald, assured Mr. Bo-
land that their votes would be record-
ed agalnst any such resolution.

The defeat of H. T, Koehler for state
delegate was & sad blow to him and
will unquegtionably be followed by
consequences, Mr. Koecher was his
party's candldate for legislature in
the Second district last fall and was
defeated by the largest majority ever
recorded against & Democratle can-
didate In that district, His friends
savagely charged, after the election,
that he had been slaughtered by his
professed friends and in proof of this
pointed to the immense vote Hon, A. T.
Connell recelved In many Democratio
strongholds. They put a noteh in
their reckoning stick and prepared to
wilt for the time when they could say
“Remember Koehler” and make It
mean something. When the sclection
of delegates to represent the Becond
district was first spoken of It was sug-
gested that as My, Koehler had born
the brunt of last fall's battle it would
be but justice to name him as one of
the state delegates for the district.
He aproved of the idea and at Satur-
day's convention in the court house
he was placed in nomination, Four
votes were cast for him. His name
wag then withdrawn and it was then
angounced that its use had not been
authorized,

Attorney T. P. Duffy, chairman of
the distriet standing committee, called
the convention to order and Attorney
M. J. Walsh and Dennis Roche were
named as secretaries. The gentlemen
named above were chosen delegates
gnd T. J, Coyne, John J. Murphy and
John J. 8hea, alternates, 'The fellow-
ing resolutions were sdopted:
